1 . The following changes to the drawings have been approved by the examiner: In 
figure 7 "PRIOT ART" must be changed to "PRIOR ART". In order to avoid 
abandonment of the application, applicant must make these above upon drawing 
changes. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Futamura in 
Japan Patent document No. 2-284,824 discloses simultaneous machining with a 
plurality of wire electrodes. Kuwabara et al. in Japan Patent No. 61-136,732 discloses 
simultaneous machining with a plurality of wire electrodes. Vieau et al. in U.S. Patent 
No. 4,243,864 discloses simultaneous machining with a plurality of wire electrodes. 
Kern in U.S. Patent No. 4,762,974 discloses independently discharge machining with a 
plurality of wire electrodes. None of the prior art references of record discloses or 
suggests, alone or in combination, a wire cutting electric discharge machine comprising 
an upper sliding slot having a plurality of upper guiding seats movable along the upper 
sliding slot and a lower sliding slot having a plurality of lower guiding seats movable 
along the lower sliding slot, with wire electrodes fixed between said plurality of upper 
and lower guiding seats.
